It is one of life’s cruel ironies that the 
C hristm as tree, the v ery symbol of joy in 
this most joyous season, also can become 
a focal point of tragedy. Be it fir, spruce or 
pine, it has been taken from its natural 
hom o in the woods where it was bathed in 
sunshine and able to absorb nutrients and 
m oisture from the soil. In our home, this 
g listening ev ergreen is peculiarly v ulnerable 


to fire. 
This is not true to as great an extent as 
in the days of tree candles. Yet the hazard 
remains great. Fortunately, it can be mini­ 
mized if householder will take sensible pre­ 
cautions. 
The location of the tree Is important. It 
should be kept away from areas of heav y 
traffic in the home and away from radia­ 
to r . fireplaces, telev ision and other appli­ 
ances. 
The tree stump should be cut di­ 
agonally and 
kept in water while in your 
home. The wiring of tree lights should be 
check ed with care to forestall short cir­ 
cuits. Decorations that might easily catch 
fire should be discarded. Always turn the 
lights off when leav ing the home. 
Following these simple rules will help to 
keep the holiday a happy one.
